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TAX ON LETIERS 


WASHINGTON, Aujr. 2S.—In resum- 


ing consideration today of postage sec- 
tion of the war tax bill, the senate, by 
a vote o£ 39 to 29, struck out the 
provision levying a one-cent tax on let- 
tors and post cards, designed to raise 
550,000,000 in revenue. A provision giv- 
ing American 
soldiers 
and sailors 


abroad the privilege of mailing letters 
free was retained. 


The entire section levying taxes on 
flrat class mail was eliminated on mo- 
tion of Senator Ilanlwick of Georgia. 
ttie senate then proceeded to the peri- 
odical provisions. 
Senator Smoot announced that ho 
would seek later to reconsider elimina- 
tion of the letter tax section. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Debate on 


the postal sections of^the war tax bill 
continued in the' senate today while 
the leaders again sought to compromise 


differences over the war profits and in- 
come tax provisions. 


Disposal before night of the one-cent 


letter postage increase and the pub- 
lishers' tax features 
were 
hoped for 


Senator Weeks of Massachusetts was 
prepared to speak for his plan to strike 
out the publishers' 
postage 
and in- 


come tax provisions. 


In an effort to effecl a compromise 


on the question of higher war profits 
taxes the finance committee majority 
gave further consideration to the sub- 
stitution of the house excess profits 
scheme of calculating war profits based 
on capitalization, instead of net pro- 
fits and allowing an exemption of 8 
per cent, plus 55000. 
The senate's cloture rule may be in- 
voked as soon as the war profits section 
is taken up. It probably would be ap- 
plied only in event of a filibuster. More 
than 60 senators today had signed a 
petition for cloture which is but a few 
short of the necessary two-thirds to 
put it into effect.

After, .years of hideous oppression 


.they won' their liberty from an au 
tocracy that represented 
the 
dark 


ages. 


They never deserved any such op 


pressiori; the genius of it was abso- 
lutely foreign to their spirit and char> 
aeteristlcs. 


It was forced down upon them bj 


brutal might and great guns. 


If anything should happen to over- 


throw their hopes and bring back the 
yoke they threw off, every man. in tho 
world touched with any sense of tho 
spirit of liberty would regard it as an 
unspeakable personal calamity. 


-All 
the world of progressive think- 


ers and friends of democracy would 
mourn always and say that their cause 
had suffered its greatest defeat. 


They should understand, then, per- 


fectly, that this is exactly what will 
happen should Germany win in this 
war. . 


The'victory of Germany would mean 


the return to the half-crazy czar, the 
police, the spies, the exile to Siberia. 
.It would mean extinction of democracy. 
The whole structure of 
our 
hopes 


tor Russia would fall together. 
Persons that are able to blind them- 
selves to the real nature of Gnrmany 
and what it stands for may try to pre- 
tend that this is mere assertion. 
It is not assertion. It is ascertained 
fact. 
I will now give you a little chapter 
of previously unprinted history. 
You remember that the Russian peo- 
ple had made one revolt previous to 
that of last March. 
In January, 1905, 
they rose against the rrion.strous autoc- 
racy that was crushing them, and in 
spite of Bloody 
Monday 
and 
other 
slaughters they made for a time great 
headway. 
In March. 1905, when It looked as if 
his crown was slipping from his head, 
when the revolt was spreading to all 
parts of the country and many prov- 
inces had declared their Independence, 
Czar Nicholas wrote a letter of piteous 
appeal to his dear intimate friend. 
Kaiser William. 
The two were in almost daily com- 
munication, anyway. 
No two rulers 


of Europe were more sympathetic or 
affectionate. 
Their 
intimate 
corre- 


Bporidence was continued down to the 
very outbreak of the war, and some 
say it did not cease then. 
• At least it is perfectly certain that 
the czar never had any heart in the 
war against Germany and continued to 
regard Kaiser William as his best and 
dearest friend. 
So in March, 1905, he wrote to the 
•kaiser, discussing the situation in hia 
empire, about which it appears he had 
often consulted his 
friend, 
and ex- 
pressing the fear that he might not bo 
able to hold out against the revolu- 
tionists. 
They seemed to 
be 
making 
ne;w 
progress every day and it was plain 
enough that a large part of the army 
sympathized with them. 
What was to be feared, therefore, 
was that a critical encounter between 
.the army and the people the army 
would desert to the popular cause and 
In that case nothing would be left to 
do but to flee over 
the 
border to 
safety. 
To this the kaiser replied, giving to 
his imperial brother heart of hope. He 
•said that it was the czar's duty to 
himself, the dynasty, his fellow mon- 
archs and his Uod to hold out to the 
last. 
And he said that he was pre- 
pared to fiend to Russia, if necoK.sary, 
a million men to crush out the revolu- 
tion and make the czar safb on his 
throne. 
Subsequent 
letters 
discussed 
the 
manner in which this could be done 
and settled the details, 
the places n.t 
which the German troops should enter 
and the generals that should, command 
them. ' 
The position of the kaiser was tha' 
all the autocratic governments, draw- 
ing their 
authority 
directly 
from 
divine decree, must stand together at 
whatever cost to put down this rising 
tide of mob rule. 
And he urged the czar to put it 
down with an iron hand. 
I have talked with a. man that has 
Been this correspondence. 
It was the means of overwhelming 
the revolution and restoring the des- 
potism. 


There was at that time pending ap- 
plications for loans that Russia warn- 


cd to float In 
Kngland 
and 
Franc 
These countries had refused to -Jen 
any money to Russia so long as th 
revolution was on. 
They 
did 
wish to be in the position of helpin 
an autocracy 
to put down a demo 
cratiu uprising. 
Russia was 
almost 
bankrupt, 
usual. 


The fact of the correspondence he 
tween the kaiser and the czar becam 
known to the governments of Eng 
land and France. 
They learned wha 
the kaiser had undertaken to do wit 
bin million troops. 


They decided that it would be be 
ter to lend the money to the czar 
autocratic government than allow Gci 
many to annex Russia, which wou) 
be the practical result if the kaise 
swept In *wlth his troops. 


They therefore allowed the loan t 
bo made. 
Russia took the money an 
with it suppressed the revolution. 
Now observe that when the revolu 
tion of this year broke forth and th 
czar's advisors saw that it was sen' 
ous their very first word was to ope 
the front and let the German troop 
in to put the rebellion down. 
It is plain enough, therefore, 
tha 
the old agreement still stood, in spit 
of tho war, and that at a signal th 
kaiser's soldiers were ready to rush in 
shoot down the Russian i-evolutionist 
and put tho czar back on the throne. 
Nothing1 prevented this 
except 
th 
czar's perception tliat the revolt hat. 
gone so far it could not be suppresset 
without bloody fightfcng in tho heart o 
Russia and that he was not willing 
-hen to bring it about. 
These are the facts. 
They show 


iiow absolutely the 
life 
of 
democ- 
racy in Russia hangs upon the defea; 
of Germany. 
They snow the kaiser, also, as he 
really is, the frantic foe of the demo- 
cratic advance, the mad {log of Europe 
3razod with the 
notion 
that 
he is 


fivincly appointed to prevent the work 
rom passing under 
mob 
rule, 
anc 
eady to pour out his people's blood to 
reep any old throne anywhere 
from 
ottering to the Kround. 
He advised the czar to 
put 
down 
with a ruthless hand every inrurrec- 


ion. 
There is no question as to what 
e would do if his armies should ever 
reak through that eastern front. 
The American pacifists, copperheads, 
nd pro-German is ts are now engaged 
n helping, him to break through. 
If one of them ever dares to utf.ur 
lie word "democracy" you would think 
he word would, choke him. 
He is doing his 
best to extermi • 


iate democracy from this world.

WASHINGTON. 
Aug. 2S.—President 


Wilson tightened the government's co^i- 
trol of exports last night by Issuing 
an order forbidding the shipment of 
any goods to European re.ut.ral cu::n- 
tries except under license and by ex- 
tending the lists for whiea license in 
required In shipment to the allies and 
neutrals other than European coun- 
_tries, to include cotton, all meats, su- 
gar and most of America's other ex- 
port commodities. In a statement ac- 
companying his .proclamation the pres- 
ident said that one of the first inten- 
tions of the government will be to see 
that no American products are made 
"the occasion of benefit to the enemy 
cither directly or indirectly."

"Tho two lists have been prepared 
in the Interests of facility and expe- 
diency. The first list, applicable to the 
enemy and his allies, and to the neutral 
countries of Europe, brings under con- 
trol practically all articles of commerce 
while the second list, applicable to all 
the otlier countries of the world, makes 
only a few additions to tho list of com- 
modities controlled by tho proclamation 
of July 0, 1917. 
"It is obvious that a closer super- 
vision of control of exports is neces- 
sary with respect to those European 
leutrals within tho sphere of hostil- 
ties than is required for those coun- 
tries farther removed.

SHIPS 


< There may bo a. useful 
hint 
to 


Uncle Dam, ship builder-to-the-world 
In.a nautical novelty jqst'turned ou 
by Norway. It's a ship built of.ste'e 
and concrete. 


Apparently the designer has ap 


piled to marine construction the fa- 
miliar principle of American 
offlco- 


building: architecture. 
There's 
jus 


enough steel used to provide a re-in- 
forclng framework for the concrete. 
Presumably there is a 
stout stoe 


beam for a keel, -with smaller teams 
radiating from it like a 
fish's ribs 


And very likely thora 13 a network 
of steel rods running through 
the 


whole extent of the concrete wall like 
the steel mesh in fireproof window- 
glass, In. order to minimize the dan- 
ger of a crack In the hull. 


There seems to be nothing really 


absurd in such construction, from the 
standpoint of theoretical engineering 
There is no reason why a 
concrete 


hull will not float and move about in 
the water about as well as a hull of 
steel or wood, if it isn't too thick anil 
heavy lor convenient handling. 
Ant 


it may be, as the 
Norwegian 
de- 


signer insists, that the new device 
Is practically as 
.strong 
as 
sten 


plates. 
Torpedoes would sink such 


ships—but torpedoes sink steel shi 
Certainly it is incomparably cheaper 
and quicker to build. 
This ship is 


fire-proof although it may be . blown 
to, pieces by explosives. 


The first vessel of 
this 
type—a 


smaU one of 200 tons—was launched 
in three weeks. Subsequent hulls can 
be turned out in half that time. 
It's 


something 
like 
Edison's 
famous 


standardized concrete houses. Thorc'E 
little to it except pouring the con- 
crete and giving it a f£W days to 
harden. The builders expect to go 
ahead andx-make such craft by whole- 
sale, in sizes up to 1000 tons. 


There's something for Uncle Sam 


to keep his eye on. If concrete ships are 
really practicable, we might spend a 
few odd hundred millions on them, 
as part of our hugo merchant marine 
plan.

The Russian people aro making tho 


•world's most advanced, experiment in 
democracy. 


After years of hideous oppression 


they. won their liberty from an au- 
tocracy that represented 
the 
darts 


ages. 


They never deserved any such op- 


pression; the genius of it, was abso- 
lutely foreign to their spirit and char- 
acteristics. 


It was forced down upon them by 


brutal might and great guns. 


If anything should happen to over- 


throw their hopes and bring back the 
yoke they threw off, every man in the 
world touched with any sense of the 
spirit of liberty would regard it as an 
unspeakable personal calamity. 


All the world of progressive think- 


ers and friends of democracy 
would 


mourn always and say that their cause 
had suffered its greatest defeat. 


They should understand, then, per- 


fectly, that this is exactly what will 
happen should Germany win in this 
war. 


The victory of Germany would mean 


the return to the half-crazy czar, the 
police, the spies, the etxile to Siberia. 
It would mean extinction of democracy. 
The whole structure of 
our 
hopes 
for Russia would fall together. 
Persons that are atle to blind them- 
selves to the real nature of Germany 
and what H stands for may try to pre- 
tend that this is mere assertion. 
It is not assertion. It is ascertained 
fact. 
I will now give you a little chapter 
of previously imprinted history. 
You remember that the Russian peo- 
ple had made one revolt previous to 
that of last March. 
In Januarv, 1905, 
they rose against the monslious autoc- 
racy that was crushing1 them, and in 
epite of Bloody Monday 
and 
other 
slaughters they made for a time great 
headway. 
In March, 1905. when It looked as if 
his crown was slipping: from his head, 
when the revolt was spreading to all 
parts of the country and many prov- 
inces had declared their independence. 
CT-.RT Nicholas wrote a letter of piteous 
appeal 
to his dear intimate 
friend. 
Kaiser William. 
The two were in almost daily com- 
munication, anyway. 
No two rulers 
of Europe were more sympathetic or 
affectionate. 
Their 
intimate corre- 
spondence was continued down to tho 
very outbreak of the war, and some 
say It did not cease then. 
At least it is perfectly certain that 
the czar never had any heart in the 
war against Germany and continued to 
regard Kaiser William as his best and 
dearest friend. 
So in March, 1905, he wrote to tho 
kaiser, discussin 
empire, about 


any money to Russia HO long as the 
.revolution was on. 
They 
did 
not 
wish to t?e in the position of helping 
an autocracy to put down a demo- 
cratic uprising. 
Russia was 
almost' bankrupt, as 
usual. 


Tho fact of the correspondence be- 
tween the kaiser and the czar became 
known to the governments of Eng- 
land and France. 
They learned what' 
the kaiser had undertaken to do with 
his million troops. 
They decided that it would be bet- 
ter to lend the money to the czar s 
autocratic government than allow Ger- 
many to annex Russia, which would 
be the practical result If tho kaisor 
swopt In with his troops. 
They therefore allowed tho loan to 


be made. 
Russia took tho money and 
with it suppressed the revolution. 
Now observe that when the revolu- 
tion of this year broke forth and the 
czar's advisors saw that it was seri- 
ous their very first word was to open 
the front and let the German troops 
In to put the rebellion down. 
It is plain enough, therefore, 
that 
the old agreement still stood, in spite 
of tlio war, and that at a signal tho 
kaiser's soldiers were realty to rush in, 
shoot down the Russian revolutionists 
and put the czar back on the throne. 
Nothing prevented this 
except 
the 
czar's perception that the revolt had 
gone so far it could not bo suppressed 
without bloody fighting in the heart of 
Russia and that be was not willing 
then to bring it about. 
These are the facts. 
They show 
how absolutely the 
life 
of democ- 
racy in Russia hangs upon the defeat 
of Germany.

To this the kaiser replied, giving to 
his imperial brother heart of nope. He 
said that it was the czar's duty to 
himself, the dynasty, his fellow mon- 
archs and his God to hold out to the 
last. 
And he said that ho was pre- 
pared to send to Russia, if necessary, 
a million men to crush out the revolu- 
tion and make the czar eafo on his 
throne. 
Subsequent 
letters 
discussed 
the 
manner In which this could be done 
and settled the details, the places at 
which the German troops should enter 
and the generals that should command 
them. 
The position of the kaiser was tha' 
all the autocratic governments, draw- 
ing their 
authority ' directly 
from 
dlvino decree, must stand together at 
whatever cost to. put down this rising 
tide of mob rule. 


And ho urged the czar to put it 
down with nn iron hand. 
I have talked with a man that has 
Been this correspondence. 
It was the means of overwhelming 
the revolution .and restoring the des- 
potism. 


There w.as at that time pending ap- 


divinely appointed to prevent the -world 
from passing under 
mob 
rule, 
and 
ready to pour out his people's blood to 
keep any old throne anvwhsre 
froni 
tottering to the ground. 
He advised the czar to 
put 
down 
with a ruthless hand every inrurrec- 
tion. 
There is no question as to what 
he would do if his armies should ever 
break through that eastern Iiont. 
The Amerlcar pacifists, copperheads, 
and pro-German ists aro now engaged 
in helping him to break through. 
If one of them ever dares to utter 
the word "democracy" you would think 
the word would choke him. 


He is doing Ills best to extermi • 
nato democracy from this world.

WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 28.^-President 


Wilson tightened the government's con- 
trol of exports last night by issuing 
an order forbidding t.he shipment 6£ 
any goods to European neutral coun- 
tries except under license, and by ex- 
tending the lists for which license iq 
required in shipment to the allies and 
neutrals other than European coun- 
tries, to include cotton, all meats, su- 
gar and most of America's other ex- 
port commodities. In a statement ac- 
companying his proclamation the pres- 
ident saia that one of the first inlen^ 
tions of the government will fie to se6 
that no American products are made 
"the occasion of benefit to the enemy 
either directly of Indirectly." 


Officials interpreted

forecasting a Vigorous use of the ex- 


. port control as a war weapon and a 


policy of the strictest rationing

countries contiguous to Germany. 


Exports to Germany and her allies 


also arc formally prohibited by

president's order, and this is under- 
stood to mean that the export control 
is about to supersede the British sys- 
tem of giving letters of assurance Cor 
American cargoes. 
Up to now there 


has been nothing except the British 
blockade to prevent the shipment of 
American goods to Germany. 
Last night's order in this respect ac-
